Cool wave will cross west of 
Rockies about 4. great central valleys 
6, easier states s. 
T his disturbance will follow a sev­ 
ere cold wave and following it the 
cool wave will not go to low te m per­ 
atures, 
In front of the low tem per 
ai are some rain south and snow n orth 
wiil occur and then the tendency will 
tie tow ard dry weather. 
T he most interesting feature of this 
disturbance wiil be its force.

winds and severe storm s may be ex 
peeled not far from February 3.

in all sections bu t near where the low
